S.O, 356(E).—Whereas by notification of the 
Ciovcinment of India in the Ministry of Enviorn- 
ment and Forests No. S.O. 60(E), dated the 27th 
January, 1994 (hereinafter referred to as the said 
notificaiicn), issued under sub-section (1) and 
clause (v) of sub-section (2) of section 3 of the 
Environment (Protection! Act, 1986 (29 of 1986) 
read wi<h clause (d) of sub-rule (3) of rule 5 of 
the Environment (Protection) Rules, 1986, the 
Central Government imposed certain restrictions 
and piohibitions on the expansion and modemiza- 
t’m of any activity or the undertaking of any pro- 
iect, unless environmental clearance has been 
granted by that Government ; 

And whereas the Central Government is of ihe 
opinion dial the said notification should be amend¬ 
ed ; 

And whereas sub-niJc 4 of rule (5) of the En- 
rnonnnnt (Protection) Rules, 1986 provides that, 
‘Alotwilhslanding anything contained in sub-rule 
E3), whenever it appears to the Central Govern¬ 
ment that it is in public interest to do so, it may 
dispense with the requirement of notice under cla¬ 
use (a) cf sub-rule (3) ; 


And whereas the Central Government is of the 
opinion that it is in public interest to dispense with 
the requirement of notice under clause (a) of sub¬ 
rule (3) of rule 5 for amending the said notifica¬ 
tion; 

Now. therefore, in exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub section ( 1 ) and clause (v) of sub- 
sectiim (2) of section 3 of the Environment (Pro¬ 
tection) .Act, 1986 (29 of 1986) read with sub¬ 
rules (3) and (4) of rule 5 of the Environment 
(Protection) Rules, 1986, the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following amendments in 
the said notification, namely;— 

2. In the said notification,— 

( 1 ) in paragraph 2 ,— 

(a) in sub-paragraph 1 ,— 

fi) in item (a), for the words "a detailed 
project report which shall, inter alia, 
include an Environmental Impact As¬ 
sessment Report and an Environment 
Management Plan”, the words “a 
project report which shall, inter alia, 
mdnde an Environmental Impact As¬ 
sessment Report'Environraent Mana¬ 
gement Plan” shall be substituted; 

(ii) in item (b).— 

(I) for the words “Action plans” in 
both the places where they occur, 
the word “Plan” shall be substitut¬ 
ed; 

( 11 ) for the words “incomplete data tor”, 
the words “incomplete data or 
plans for” shall be substituted; 

(b) in sub-paragraph IT,—■ 

(i) after Hem (d), the following Item shall 
be inserted, namely;— 

“(e) prr.speding and exploration of ma¬ 
jor minerals in areas above 500 hec¬ 
tares.”; 

<ii) foi the portion beginning with the 
words “The said site clearance” and 
ending with the words “construction, 
operation or mining”, the following 
shall be substituted, namely:— 

“The said site clearance shall be grant¬ 
ed for n ■^auctioned capadtv and 
shall be valid for a period of five 
years for commencing the construc¬ 
tion, operation or mining,”: 

(c) in sub-paragraph HE— 

(i) in item (a),— 

(I) for the words “The summary feasi¬ 
bility report”, the words “I he re¬ 
ports” shall be substituted. 
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(II) for the words ^‘Agency at the Central 
Government in consultation with”, 
the words “Agency, and if deemed 
necessary it may consult”, shall be 
substituted. 

(Ill) the word “concerned” shall be omit¬ 
ted; 

(ii) in item (c), for the portion beginning 
with the words “The Impact Assess¬ 
ment Agency” and ending with the 
words “environmental site clearance 
is obtained", the following shall be 
substituted, namely:^— 

“(c) The Impact Assessment Agency 
shall prepare a set of recommenda¬ 
tions based on technical assessment 
of documents and data, furnished 
by the project authorities, supple¬ 
mented by data collected during 
visits to sites or factories, if un¬ 
dertaken, and interaction with 
affected population and environ¬ 
mental groups, if necessary. Sum¬ 
mary of the reports, the recommen¬ 
dation and the conditions, subject 
to which environmental clearance 
is given, shall be made available 
subject to the public interest to the 
concerned parties or environmental 
groups on request. Comments of 
the public may be solicited, if so 
decided by the Impact Assessment 
Agency, within thirty days of re¬ 
ceipt of proposal, in public hear¬ 
ings, arranged for the purpose, after 
giving thirty days notice of such 
hearings in at least two newspapers. 
Public shall be provided access sub¬ 
ject to the public interest to the 
summary of the reports|Environ- 
mental Management Plans at the 
Headquarters of the Impact Assess¬ 
ment Agency. 

The assessment shall be comple¬ 
ted within a period of ninety days 
from receipt of the requisite docu¬ 
ments and data from the project 
authorities and completion of pub¬ 
lic hearing, where required, and 
decision conveyed within thitry 
days thereafter. 

The clearance granted shall be 
valid for a period of five years from 
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commencement of the construction 
or operation. 

Ill A. No construction work, preliminary or 
otherwise, relating to the setting up 
of the project may be undertaken 
till the environmental and site clea¬ 
rance is obtained. 

(d) for sub-paragraph IV, the following sub- 
paragraph shall be substituted, name¬ 
ly 

‘TV. In order to enable the Impact Assess¬ 
ment Agency to monitor effectively 
the implementation of the recommen¬ 
dations and conditions subject to 
which the environmental clearance 
has been given, the project authorities 
concerned shall submit a half yearly 
report to the Impact Assessment Ag¬ 
ency. Subject to the public interest 
the Impact Assessment Agency shall 
make compliance reports publicly 
ayailable,”; 

(2) in paragraph 3,— 

(i) in item (a), for the letters, words, brac¬ 
kets and figures “and S.O. No. 319 (E) 
dated 7th May, 1992” the letters, words, 
brackets and figures “S.O. No. 416(E) 
dated 20th June, 1991 and S.O. No. 
319 (E) dated the 7th May, 1992” shall 
be substituted; 

(ii) in item (b), for figures “19, 25”, the fig¬ 
ures “19, 21, 25” shall be substituted; 

(3) in Schedule 1, for item 20 and entries rela¬ 
ting thereto, the following shall be substituted, 
namely; 

“20. Mining projects (major minerals) with 
leases more than 5 hectares.”; 

(4) in Schedule III, in item 1, for opening 
paragraph, the following shall be substituted 

“1. The Committees will consist of experts 
in the following disciplines
